THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN A CY- 


LONE AND A TORNADO.—The difference 
•etween a cyclone and a tornado is de- 
ned by Mr. William Ferris, of the United 
tales coast survey, to be this : A cyclone 
s usually a broad, flat, gyrating disk of 
tmosphere very much greater in width 
lian altitude; a tornado is a column of 
yrating air, the altitude of which is sev- 
ral times greater than its diameter. Cy- 
loncs are born of conditions extending 
ver large areas : tornadoes depend rather 
pon the vertical relations of the atmo,s- 
here, and occur when, owing to local 
hanges af temperature, the under strata 
f air bursts up through the overlying 
trata. The enormous velocities of the 
scending currents of tornadoes are sup- 
osed to be caused by the difference be- 
veen the gyrating velocities above and 
lose on the surface. It is these ascend- 
ng currents which carry up the vast 
odies of water afterward precipated in 
:ie form of a deluge of rain. The water 
i sometimes kept from falling by the 
scending currents, and is often project- 
ng outside the area of the tornado, when 
t falls in a gentle shower over a large 
rea. 
When the weight of the water 


verbears the force of the ascending cur- 
ents, there occurs the tremendous fall 
ie"a'rea"o?'a~tofna3o is very small, a land 
jout or water spout may be formed, ac- 
ording as it is over land and water. The 
idth of these spouts ranges between 
wo feet and 200, and their height from 
0 to 1,500 feet. A ,vhite squall is an in- 
isible spout formed when the dew point 
s low. The accompanying cloud is invis- 
>le because of its height, but below 
lore is a raging and boiling sea, 'with a 
yrating current of air above it.

KEMDTISOEHOES OF LONGFELLOW,

Youth never forgets the earliest vision 


of the gracious presence which glorified 
its opening day. The impression of it 
deepens ivith years, and is at no timo so 
vivid as in late life, when new sensations 
come rarely, if at all, and old-ones, felt 
when the mind was plastic and receptive, 
steal out from the background of experi- 
ence. 
One whose youth is far behind 


him recalls distinctly a figure which ap- 
peared many times at a house in Summei 
Street, where lived a man of letters, 
scholar and poet, about whom the fine 
spirits of the day clustered. To my boy- 
ish fancy, the name Longfellow had a 
strange, unfamiliar, foreign sound, as that 
of some inhabitant of a distant sphere; 
but a sight of its owner dispelled any 
such whimsical vagaries. 
It was a clear- 


cut figure, of middle size, handsome, 


,nd studying as he went. He read many 
looks that lie far out of the diligent 
eader's path, such as William of Mal- 
•nesbury, Bede, Turner, Flechier ; the 


Italian poets, — Ciullo d'Alcamo, 


Jrunetto Latina, Beato Benedetti, Guido 
Guinicelli, Guittonc d'Arezzo ; the Nibel- 
ungen-Lieds, 
the 
Ilelden-Buclis, 
the 


ongs of Minnesingers and 
Meister- 


ingers ; the strange allegories, legends, 
and fables enbodied in German Volk- 
ore; the Ship of Fools, Reynard the 
ox : the quaint stories which furnished 
homes for later dramatists, romancers, 
poets. 
He had made translations from 


he German, the. Spanish, the Italian, the 
Swedish. 
He had the passion for ele- 


;ant wisdom which made him patient, 
aborious, careful, exact, and the consci- 
intiousness that compelled him to glean 
every scrap of information which his oc- 
cupation required. 
His courtesy was 


iroof against the rudeness of the boys, 
ind his readiness to answer questions was 
uexhaustible. He was not jocose, hu- 
morous, or witty, but he was always gen- 
ie, kind, sympathetic, generous ; meet- 
ng the young men as a gentleman should 
meet gentlemen, as a teacher should 
meet those who are eager to learn, quite 
n the spirit of his saying in the printed 
Table Talk : "There is so much aspiration 
n them, so much audacious hope and 
•rembling fear, that all errors and short- 
comings are for a while lost sight of in 
he amiable self assertion of youth." 
He 


could not lose his dignity nor his suavity, 
and he was more than good to any who 
took interest in noble or beautiful things, 
jiving them welcome to his library, and 
>pening to them the storehouse of his 
mind. 


My meetings with him in the class- 


room were few, but they stand out in 
memory with a vividness in singular con- 
trast with their rarity, showing how much 
their quality was superior to their quan- 
tity. 
The drudgery of 'teaching the 


rudiments was committed to tutors, an 
inferior grade of instructors, — nn arrange- 
ment which left him free to follow the 
leading of his genius over high levels of 
literature. Many years afterwards, while 
spending an evening at his house in Cam- 
bridge, I met William Dempster, the 
composer and singer of ballads, then 
making a final tour in the United States, 
and coming, as celebrities of every kind 
did, to visit the hospitable poet. He sat 
at the piano and sang Enid's song from 
Tennyson's Idylls. 
••Turn, Fortune, turn thy wheel and lower the 


proud ; 
Turn thy wild wheel through sunshine, storm, and 


cloud ; 
Thy wheel and thee we neither love nor hate." 
It was interesting to watch the poet's face 
as the music proceeded ; to note the com- 
plete absence of self-consciousness, the 
simple, cordial appreciation of the noble 
words, and the courteous reception of the 
rather indifferent adaptation of them by 
the musician. 
The poet was a member 


of the family, for whose entertainment, 
and not for his own honor the perform- 
ance was given. Yet by this time his 
fame was established as one of the most 
popular poets of the century, and he 
might have set himself up as an oracle 
if not as an idol. — June Atlantic. 


CAUTIONARY SIGNALS. 


The Textile Fabric Manufacturers' As- 


sociation met in Philadelphia last week 
aud decided to curtail immediately the 
production of the lower grades of goods 
50 per cent. Ten thousand looms were 
represented, and the principal goods af- 
fectod were jeans and the tower grades of 
cotton. The agreement went into effect 
yesterday. 
Thousands of higher 
em- 


ployes are at once thrown on half time, 
besides all the weavers, spinners, dyers, 
etc.-, employed in these mills. 
The rea- 


son given for this action by the Philadel- 
phia cotton manufacturers is that their 
goods are glutting their shelves; and the 
reason tSey are not sold is because the 
South l>as begun to make the cheaper lino 
of cotton fabrics for herself, and the floods 
and consequent poverty in tlio Northwest 
have stopped tho usual demand from that 
quarter. It is predicted that other and 
larger manufacturers will run on half time 
after next week. With the increased 
price's of provisions, the outlook before

enough. 


But there is more behind. The Asso- 


ciation at tlieir last meeting, in behalf of 
tlieir own interests, brought out in full 
view the cause of this present stringency 
and of the threatened future ruin to tlieir 
trade. 
Here are the facts : "Tlie manu- 


facturers who can produce the more costly 
line of goods have all the orders they can 
fill." "The demand in the last two years 
is for the higher grades of fabrics." 
"American workmen have not the skill to 
produce such goods as France and Eng- 
land send here, and very few skilled 
workmen are coming." 
Hence the goods 


aro imported. The value during the last 
fiscal year of dress goods imported of this 
grade is stated to be $'J'2,000,000, which, 
pould they have been made here, would 
have been kept in this country. 


In other words, there has been for tho 


last three years a season of unprecedented 
prosperity following one of unusual de- 
pression, and American women have 
promptly taken advantage of it to adorn 
ihcmselres in habits as costly as their 
wrse could buy. The money for these 
labits has gone in a solid lump out of the 
country. Not only has their increasing 
aste for luxury-gratified itself in clothes, 
jut in household decoration, expensive 
cookery, equipages, jewelry, the kind mid 
quality of entertainments—in a word, 
every outlet into which money could (low. 
Vor have the women been alone in this 
nirst of splendid outlay : they have been 
ncited and led on by the lavish reckless- 
icss of fathers and husbands. At no time 
ince the Republic was a nation has the 
labit of lavish expenditure been so ex- 
Teine or so general among us as now. 
Neither is it confined to the comparatively 
small class with enormous fortunes, from 
vhom it would have had a certain salutary 
jublic use ; the tradesman, the profes- 
sional classes, the mechanic, and the la- 
jorer, and tlie great lieterogenoiis mass 
of those who live by tlieir wits, each 
scatter their small wages with as princely 


'land as the millionaire who draws his 


>ut the highest class of goods are de- 
manded," and that in every line of trade, 
)y the present fastidious public. 
Now if 


our own manufacturers could 
furnish 


these goods the profit of our extravagance 
would return to ourselves. 
Hut "there 


are few skilled American workmen, aud 
;lie trade goes to Europe." Even in those 
;rades where fine goods are furnished at 
lome, it will usually be found that while 
American capitalists own the manufac- 
tories, tlie skilled workmen who earn the 
wages are usually imported. 


Why is this! 
Simply because the 


American 
craftsman 
has deliberately 


jarred out his own sons from his trade 
and left the doors open to foreigners. 
The printers in a certain community, for 
example, refuse to admit American ap- 
prentices, in order to keep up the price 
of tlieir work ; whereupon foreign print- 
ers step in to supply the demand, or the 
publishers import tho sheets of tlieir 
publications from London, ready for bind- 
ing; while the sons of the printers go 
without capital or craft to Western cattle 
farms to earn their living, complaining 
that the trades and professions are full; 
'There are no skilled American weavers," 
and twenty-two millions of gold go to pay 
foreign manufacturers for the clothes we 
wear, while American weavers are turned 
out of the closed mills. It would be hard 
to find a more complete circle of fatuity. 
The textile manufacturers show at least 
one gleam of sound sense. 
They propose 


to establish a school for skilled weavers, 
dyers, etc., in order to compete with the 
French and Bnglish looms. 


Immediately before the last crash, it 


will be recollected that the cotton mills 
of the lower grade stopped, and for pre- 
cisely the same reason as now. There 
was demand only for the costlier line of 
goods. 
It was the straw which then 


showed that the current of universal ex- 
travagance and folly was about to result, 
as it does every ten or fifteen "years in 
this country, in shipwreck and misery.

In the course of an address delivered 


before the 
(jcneral Cotifere-ice of the 


Methodist Episcopal Church South, by 
the Rev. Dr. 11. li. Uidgaway, fraternal 
delegate 
of the Methodist Episcopal

our theology. . . . Methodism with 
us is still a revival Church. Our altars 
yet blaze with tlio pcutccostal fuc, and 
tho 
salvation of sinners is regarded 


as the paramount work of the Church. 
We arc becoming not only u numerous, 
but a 
wealthy and 
cultured, people. 


Schools, colleges and theological semina- 
ries are rapidly multiplying among us, 
Taste is suggesting, and wealth is sup- 
plying our people with. more varied means 
of refinement aud enjoyment. 
It may be 


remembered that, history affords numer- 
ous instances — as, for example, where the 
sturdy Vandals of the North were trans- 
planted to the luxurious shores of Africa 
that it only requires two generations of a 
people reared in soft ami needless self- 
indulgence to relax the sinews of the 
hardest race; and so \vc are guarding 
against the decadence of the aggressive 
revival spirit amongst us. 
The wisdom 


of the first organizers of tlie Roman army 
is seen in that the soldier was furnished 
with weapons and armor for the liand-to- 
hand conflict of buttle. Gibbon tells us 
that, under tlie Emperor Gralian, the 
army, enfeebled by luxury, abandoned the 
w e i h t y helmet and cuirass, the heavy

the world, insensibly dropping from their 
feeble hands ; and with their disuse set 
in the rapid disintegration and full of the 
mighty empire.

Association are generally obeyed, from 
30,000 to 00,000 men will ceusc work 
June 1. The manufacturers say that they 
have prepared themselves throughout the 
West to resist to the end, all the estab- 
lisements except one large and a few 
small ones having definitely agreed to 
stand together. 
At the same time it is 


expected that 10,000 miners will be out 
of employment, the Miners' Association 
at Pittsburg having decided on Saturday, 
after a two days' session, to order a gen- 
eral strike June 1, unless the coal opera- 
tors cease to employ colored labor. Sev- 
eral thousand in Western Pennsylvania 
and in Ohio have been on a strike for 
weeks, and the endeavor to get colored 
men to take their places is met with the 
threat of a general strike. 


In the trades unions, it is the prevail-

The working people see the quotation 


of products of their labor, and infer tha 
the capitalists are making large profits 
The fact that sales are dull, and that im- 
mense stocks of products are accumula- 
ting unsold in many branches, they do 
not learu so rapidly. Indeed, the rivalrj 
Of different establishments renders eacli 
reluctant to make known any ill-fortune 
that it may meet. Sules below current 
prices are concealed, accumulations of 
stock are known in only a few branches 
of business.

000 pieces of print cloths were on hand ; 
this year the stock is 1,443,000, and in- 
crease of 562,000, or 04 per cent.

This sort of 
thing cont nues until finally the ant 
grapples the worm and both go down to- 
gether in a ;;rand scramble, in which the 
worm manages to shake off the ant.

In 
very cold we ither the bath, even when 
exposed o\er:iight in tho bedroom, will 
often be lower than forty-fivo degrees; 
and where wnter is brought straight from 
the main or well, it may be even ten or 
fifteen degree s lower. 
Only the strong- 


est constitutions can derive benefit from 
shock produced by application of a liquid 
sixty to seventy degrees colder than the 
body to its surface, and it is very ques- 
tionable if it ever is attended with per- 
manently good results.

afterward complete, but there is always 
the risk of sudden danger from the con- 
dition of the hody being temporarily sncli 
as to prevent immediate reaction. In 
such cases vciy serious accidents aio pos- 
sible, and this last instance of death may 
perhaps bo r'gaided as an examnle in 
pome.

The character of the dwellings of 


the Irish people has greatly improved. 
The Commissioners of 1841 divided the 
dwellings of the people in four classes. 
The fourth class comprised all mud cabins 
having only one room ; the third, mud 
cabins of a larger size, with from two (e 
four rooms and windows 
the second, 


good firm-houses or houses in town, with 
from five to nine rooms, and the first, 
all houses of a better sort. 
In the thirty 


years fiom 1841 to 1871 the number of 
families living in first and second class 
houses increased fifty per cent, those liv- 
ing in thud-class houses decreased twenty 
per cent, while the number living in 
fourth-class houses was only about one- 
third as large in 1871 as in 1811. -Great 
progress, too, lias been made Si education. 
The institutions and appliances for the 
higher education have greatly increased, 
as lias also the number of students pur- 
suing advanced courses of study, while 
very icinarkable progress lias been made 
in the education of tho masses. 
In 1841 


fifty-three per cent of the people of Ire- 
land were unable to read and write 
In 


1871 the illiterates were only thirty-one 
per cent of the whole population. To-day 
there .ire probably less than twenty-five 
per cent unablu to renrl nnrl write. The 
establishment of National schools and the 
disestablishment of the Irish Church were 
great strides in the way of progress."
